Marion Residents Voice Concern 

Over Ball Field 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

When the Marion Recreation Committee filed 
a Notice of Intent (NOI) with the town's Conservation 
Commission (ConCom) to construct a baseball field on 
town-owned land within the boundaries of Washburn 
Park back in February 2007, they probably didn't antici- 
pate such a project would meet with any resistance from 
residents. 

But a small and vocal group of abutters have 
expressed concern over the precise location of a proposed 
Little League field in the easterly corner of the park clos- 
est to Route 6. And for nearly two years now, they have 
been after the ConCom to at least consider an alternate 
plan ... going so far as to hire their own attorney to repre- 
sent them in appeal hearings. 

According to resident Laura Kay Coggeshall, this 
specific area is a pristine natural habitat for the endan- 
gered eastern box turtle — a species that previously cre- 
ated similar concerns for the Little Neck Village expan- 
sion project — and it also contains a walking trail that is

frequently used by local residents. 

"It's used for passive recreation right now/' Ms. 
Coggeshall said. "People jog there, they walk their dogs 
there, other people use it for horseback riding and Tabor 
Academy uses it for track meets. We tried to get them to 
consider alternate areas during all the hearings before the 
ConCom, and they had an excuse for everything." 

Ms. Coggeshall said she and fellow abutters like 
Anne Converse are not just concerned about the inva- 
sion of privacy that the new ball field will create, but also 
about the potential destruction of the natural habitat, the 
pollution of the existing wetlands area, and the fact that 
an open recreational area will be relegated to "selective 
recreational use" for just those who play baseball. 

"Do we absolutely need another ball field to be 
used a few hours a year by a select few Marion residents, 
or would it be better to preserve our wetlands and endan- 
gered species, and keep this land available for all Marion 
residents to use for passive recreation?" Ms. Coggeshall 
said. "It's not about denying anybody anything, it's about 
protecting the wildlife and the wetlands. Right now, as it 
stands, it's available to everybody and the wetlands and 
box turtle are protected. People can still use it for passive 
recreation." 

But William Washburn of the Marion Recreation 
Committee said they have been looking to replace the ball 
field that was lost when Sippican School expanded a few 
years ago and their programs have expanded to a point 
where another field is needed. 

"The main reason we chose that site is it's land 
that the town owns already," Mr. Washburn said. "It's 
land that's contiguous to the park, so it would provide an 
existing rest room and parking. If we were to go around 
town and find another site to put a Little League field 
in, we'd have to buy a piece big enough for parking and

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facilities — that would require maybe two to three acres. 
That's why we ended up at Washburn Park. As our pro- 
grams grow, we need to expand and now is the time to do 
it. From the Recreation Committee's point of view, it's a 
win-win situation." 

What's more disconcerting to Ms. Coggeshall is 
that an alternative site within Washburn Park was pro- 
posed by none other than ConCom Vice Chairman Jeffrey 
Oakes — one of two ConCom members, along with Bruce 
Hebbel, who voted against the original NOI and a profes- 
sional engineer by trade — that would have a minimum 
impact on the habitat and wetlands. 

But Mr. Washburn said Mr. Oakes' alternate plan 
would venture into adjacent property that is not town-

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owned and would cost significantly more to implement. 

"His alternate location put us onto the Washburn 
Park Trust land, and we would have to add another road 
and put in additional parking/' Mr. Washburn said. 'Tt 
also would have created a situation where parents would 
have to park along the road. That was the issue we had 
with that (proposal).'' 

As for the environmental concerns raised by Ms. 
Coggeshall, Mr. Washburn noted they have been work- 
ing closely with John Rockwell, Wetlands Specialist for 
the Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program (NEP), who 
provided both technical assistance to the Recreation Com- 
mittee and helped them with the permitting process. 

While Mr. Rockwell declined comment on the is- 
sue, he noted: "The Recreation Committee has determined 
that the town needs a ball field and this is the site they've 
chosen." 

But Ms. Coggeshall questions why Mr. Rockwell, 
a member of the town's Open Space Acquisition Com- 
mittee and a Wetlands Specialist with the NEP, wouldn't 
be more concerned and protective of the wetlands site 
being targeted for the ball field — a location where pol- 
luted runoff from pesticides used to grow the grass could 
potentially enter Buzzards Bay. 

"(Mr. Rockwell) has been lax and casual in his 
response to the legal responsibilities involved in the 
protection and conservation of the wetlands," Ms. Cogge- 
shall said. "During a January 2 hearing with the Depart-

ment of Environmental Protection, Mr. Rockwell's plans 
were incomplete. They had not yet determined where 
the swale was going to be located to handle the runoff 
so it wouldn't enter Buzzards Bay. He then admitted 
that a swale would not handle it, it would have to be a 
pond area. That proves to me if we didn't contend this, it 
would have been designed with a swale and the wetlands 
wouldn't have been protected." 

'T can understand their concerns," Mr. Washburn 
said. "I remember as a child growing up we had a lot 
behind us in the woods ... but they eventually built two 
houses and they still stand there today. Yeah, there's box 
turtles all over Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester. If you 
want to go looking for box turtles, you better not build

any more houses in southeastern Massachusetts/' 

Despite their opposition, two formal appeals 
and an alternate proposal, the original 3-2 ConCom vote 
stands and the Little League field project is set to move 
forward on the acre-and-a-half of wetlands as initially 
proposed. 

But Ms. Coggeshall still thinks there are other op- 
tions to consider. 

"Building a ball field for children to use is a great 
idea so long as one is needed,'' Ms. Coggeshall said. "But 
destroying a necessary habitat for an endangered species 
... to do so is irresponsible, especially when there are al- 
ternatives. It is extremely close to wetlands and even with 
the proposed drainage solution for the run off, it's still a 
threat to the surrounding wetlands and Buzzards Bay." 

Zoning In 

Marion Donut Drive-Up Inches Closer 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

It's hard to believe that eight years have passed 
since Dunkin' Donuts franchise owner Jose Sardinha first 
applied for a variance to site one of the popular coffee- 
and-donut retail stores on Route 6 in Marion on the site of 
the former L'Auberge Restaurant at 450 Wareham Road. 

Along the way, Mr. Sardinha has faced some 
daunting opposition from the Marion Planning Board 
— most of which centered around his plan to include 
a drive-through window that would allow traffic to 
enter from and exit onto a busy section of Route 6. The 
Planning Board responded by approving a new by-law 
prohibiting such drive-up windows in Marion; but Mr. 
Sardinha contended his application preceded the passage 
of the by-law and his project should be therefore grandfa- 
thered in.

According to Planning Board Co-Chairman Peter 
Winters, they first need to determine whether this revised 
plan constitutes either a minor change to the original plan 
filed back in 2001, or a major revamp. 

''What the ZBA approved in their settlement was 
different from their approved site plan,'' Mr. Winters 
said. "They have to come back before us and we have to 
make a determination as to whether it's a minor site plan 
revision, or if it's a major change to the site plan. If so, that 
would trigger a site plan review and we would have to 
determine what type of site plan review it would require. 
We've requested that they submit some type of documen- 
tation as to what the specific changes are from the original 
to the updated." 

Mr. Winters also noted that although the ZBA 
voted to approve a settlement agreement with Mr. Sardin- 
ha to avoid further litigation, he is unsure of whether that 
agreement has been signed as of yet. 

"We have to make that determination," he said. "I 
don't know if there's a settlement agreement that's been 
signed and approved." 

What is clear is that Mr. Napoli and Mr. Win- 
ters both anticipate meeting with representatives of the 
Sardinha Family Trust during their November 17 meet- 
ing and learning more about this latest development. The 
Planning Board will meet on Monday, November 17 at 
7:00 pm in the Marion Town House.

Mattapoisett Man Recounts Work 

on Helicopters 
By Robert Chiarito 

Each month the Maconchu Club of Mattapoisett 
meets at the Mattapoisett Congregational Church for fel- 
lowship and to hear a talk by one of the many interesting 
guest speakers the group has hosted. This month they 
called on one of their own members. Dr. David Jenney, 
to speak at their meeting on November 8. Dr. Jenney, a 
retired mechanical engineer for the Sikorsky Company, 
recounted his forty years with the company, which in- 
cluded his role as a key member of the team that helped 
to develop the Black Hawk helicopter and its many varia- 
tions. 

Dr. Jenny came to Sikorsky in the early '50s, fresh 
out of college, looking for a career that would challenge 
him to use his engineering skills to their fullest. The heli- 
copter was a fairly new invention and the Sikorsky Com- 
pany, led by aviation legend Igor Sikorsky, and it seemed 
like a perfect fit for an inquisitive mind like that of Dr. 
Jenny's. Trying to work through the myriad of equations 
and problems that would result in the flight of an aircraft 
that could also ascend in a vertical manner was one of the 
ultimate questions of the era. 

Speaking to Dr. Jenney before the lecture he said, 
'T can't think of more wonderful career to have chosen 
for a mechanical engineer. It made for a wonderful career

and a great life and there was always a challenge/' He 
went on to add, "Everyone was looking for the big jump 
in technology but we ended up making many, many little 
jumps that added up to a big leap forward over time/' 

Dressed smartly in a fresh-pressed suit and crim- 
son tie. Dr. Jenney was warmly welcomed by his fellow 
members of the Mattapoisett Maconchu Club as he strode 
to the podium to speak. "When I first joined Sikorsky heli- 
copters were like those you see on MM'^S'^H on television. 
It was the Vietnam war and the problems that it offered 
that made improvement in the technology a necessity." 

At the time of the Vietnam conflict, Sikorsky was 
the maker of helicopters such as those used to transport 
the President, but was not a military contractor. The Huey 
Cobra, a machine that has become synonymous with the 
Vietnam War, was being manufactured by the competi- 
tion at the Bell Corporation of Texas. Sikorsky was in the 
throws of a downturn during the late '60s, at the time 
when the government asked for a proposal for an aircraft 
that could carry a full squad of eleven troops, that could 
fly at 4,000 feet out of the range of enemy small arms fire, 
that could travel faster with less vibration than the Huey 
and that could also be transported two at a time in the 
hold of an army cargo plane. They also wanted all of the 
technology used in the aircraft to be proven technology 
and they wanted all proposals before them just 90 days 
from the time of the request. 

Dr. Jenney and his team of engineers were put 
through the paces as they worked diligently over that 
three-month span to develop the proposal that would 
eventually become the Black Hawk. The company was 
chosen, along with Boeing, to move onto the prototype 
phase and eventually won the contract outright as they 
were able to work through all of the problems that arose 
during testing over the next several years of development. 

The Black Hawk proved to be a superior air- 
craft. The Army, in that initial order requested over 1,100 
aircraft, turning the Sikorsky company from one on the 
verge of bankruptcy to one of the giants of the industry. 
The Black Hawk spawned a number of new challenges 
as over 25 governments from across the globe sought to 
acquire the aircraft for their fleets and have them adapted

Dr. Jenny left the company at his retirement in 
1993 having seen the growth of an industry that he and 
his fellow engineers helped to create. He credits manage- 
ment with taking a financial risk and the cooperation of 
various sectors of the company — such as accounting 
working with engineering and engineering working with 
marketing — as the key to the rise of Sikorsky during 
those crucial days of the early seventies. As Dr. Jenney 
summed up, "We had a great ride. It was all a lot of fun 
when I look back on that time.''

Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

"I think you know to a certain extent what we've 
been doing the past couple of years/' said Scoutmaster 
Ron Ellis. ''We've been writing letters and sending care 
packages to troops stationed in Iraq.

"That would affect your (budget) projections,'' he 

said. 

"Needless to say, in these economic times, I don't 
think weTl be changing what we're doing," Chairman 
Lombard said.

putting in more skiff and dinghy spaces, we're not going 
to be that far off and we're going to be catching up in size 
soon enough/' 

Selectman Collyer said he didn't object to putting 
off a decision on making the Harbormaster's office full- 
time for now, but he thinks it should be revisited again in 
the near future. 

"Our waterfront is a business ... it's become a little 
economic engine," Selectman Collyer said. 

"In terms of looking at what we can do with 
the harbor, long-range, we need to consider that Matta- 
poisett doesn't provide anything for the transient boater," 
Harbormaster Steve Mach said, making comparisons to 
Martha's Vineyard and Nantucket. "But we do have facili- 
ties for someone with a high-end wooden boat, given our 
local boating businesses." 

In other matters, Mr. Mach said new floats are 
currently being built by the Mattapoisett Boat Yard to 
be installed to replace the two floats at the Town Wharf. 
They're also planning to install a new float on Barstow 
Wharf. 

"We're going to have to do something about the 
roof on our building," Mr. Mach added. "It's pretty much 
gone." 

"Given our economic situation, would now be 
a good time to appropriate some money from retained 
earnings to fix the roof?" Selectman Collyer suggested, 
noting that a previous Town Meeting article to fund the 
project had failed to garner voter support. He also sug- 
gested that Mr. Mach might want to contact Old Colony 
Regional Vocational Technical High School about maybe 
putting the project on their "to do" list.

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Wednesday, November 
5 at 6:30 pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also pres- 
ent were Selectman Dan McGaffey, Selectman Bradford 
Morse, and Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere was not 
present for the meeting. 

The board first met in Executive Session to con- 
duct preliminary interviews for the part-time Building 
Inspector's position. Upon returning to Open Session at 
7:22 pm, the board opened a dog hearing regarding a dog 
owned by Mr. Seguin. However, since the Seguins were 
not present for the meeting, the hearing was continued to 
November 19. 

A planned appointment with Town Clerk Naida 
Parker also needed to be rescheduled as Ms. Parker could 
not attend. 

"Originally there were 205 unlicensed dogs in 
Rochester," Mr. LaCamera said.

said in reviewing the plans. "Why is the town willing to 
do this on private property?" 

"It's up to the board/' Mr. LaCamera said. "We're 
trying to resolve a situation on Mr. Sol's property. The 
pipe under Mr. Sol's driveway has collapsed and the 
Highway Surveyor said we should at least rebuild the 
pipe so it drained properly." 

"They're draining the water onto my property ...

''We can modify the original decision, but if the

Our town of Mattapoisett has two departments that 
provide critical services. Both Police Chief Mary Lyons as well 
as Fire Chief Ron Scott and Deputy Fire Chief Andy Murray, 
along with their entire departments, should be lauded for their 
exemplary ongoing performance to all residents over the years. 

The one critical difference between the two depart- 
ments is that one has adequate facilities to continue to provide 
such service and one does not. Based on the fact that the latest 
measure to obtain approval from the town to build a new fire 
station failed, I might suggest that the Fire Department revamp 
their approach in order to obtain funding for such a critical 
emergency service by the townspeople.

The 50 MPH zone for traffic heading west ends about 50 yards 
east of the North Street traffic light by Dunseith Park and the 50 
MPH zone eastbound starts at that same place. 

Speed limits on Route 6 were established when it was 
still the main road from the west to the Cape. Now that 1-195 
takes that traffic, for safety's sake those limits should be changed 
to 35 MPH from about Turk's with all its traffic to Mattapoisett 
Neck Road. This approximately three-mile stretch of road is 
village business with traffic entering and leaving many estab- 
lishments, to say nothing of the new housing areas like the Bay 
Club and The Village at Mattapoisett. Traveling three miles at 
50 MPH takes 3 minutes and 37 seconds. At 35 MPH it takes 5 
minutes and 8 seconds.

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DearZacharyiA Letter to a Son About His Father, Directed by 
Kurt Kuenne. Running time: 95 minutes. No MPAA rating. 

Kurt Kuenne's overpowering documentary Dear Zachary 
is getting a slow national release in the major cities; word is 
that it will be shown on MSNBC in December and come out on 
DVD in February. Whichever way you end up seeing it, you 
should. Dear Zachary begins as a requiem of sorts for Kuenne's 
childhood friend Andrew Bagby, who, evidence strongly sug- 
gests, was murdered at age 28 by his ex-girlfriend, 40-year-old 
Shirley Turner. Collecting reminiscences from Andrew's friends 
all over the country, Kuenne never hears a bad word about 
Andrew, the sort of affable guy — he looked like a milder, less 
devious Jack Black — who naturally draws people to him. 

Including, unfortunately, psychos like Shirley Turner. What 
did Andrew see in her? He was hefty and self-deprecating, and 
the intensity of her feelings for him may have overridden his 
doubts — until things got too intense and he broke things off. 
She drove sixteen hours, got him alone at a park, and very likely 
shot him five times. Did she actually do it? The circumstantial 
evidence leaves little doubt. Yet after Turner fled to her native 
Newfoundland, she was released on bail. Oh, yes, and she was 
also pregnant with Andrew's child; and when she gave birth 
to their son, Zachary, she was given custody, over the strenu- 
ous objections of Andrew's grief-stricken parents David and 
Kate. 

The movie inspires disbelief as only a true story can. You'd 
laugh this twisted series of events — and it gets even more 
twisted and unspeakably tragic — off the screen at a fictional 



Hollywood film. But here it has the illogical horror of reality. 
Dear Zachary has been compared to Errol Morris' seminal The 
Thin Blue Line, and the analogy holds water insofar as both 
films tackle unfathomable miscarriages of justice using styl- 
ized, subjective filmmaking. Dear Zachary moves at a sprint, 
its editing like a machine gun going off in your face — Kuenne 
might' ve watched Oliver Stone's ]TK a few times to figure out 
how to cram the most information into the least amount of 
screen time. 

But the movie is far more than a true-crime report. Andrew 
becomes real to us via photos and footage from the teenage 
Kuenne'sbackyard movies. His parents keep powering through 
the frustration and agony. We meet little Zachary, who is liter- 
ally received by family and friends as the second coming of 
Andrew, since he looks so much like his father. Zachary rep- 
resents hope, renewal. But this is life, not a Hollywood movie, 
and thus does not have a Hollywood ending. Kuenne pulls 
out all the stops and leaves no manipulative stone unturned, 
but it's almost impossible to begrudge him that. This is one 
of the most emotionally transparent films ever made, and its 
gallery of heroes and villains trumps most of what you'll see 
in a multiplex this year.

He oversaw all bilateral assis- 
tance and the trade and investment activities of the 16 
US government agencies engaged in technical assistance, 
trade and investment, exchange, weapons dismantlement, 
and other programs in the NIS. In 1998, he became special 
advisor to the president and secretary of state for Caspian 
Basin Energy Diplomacy; he was responsible for assuring 
maximum coordination within the Executive Branch of 
US policy and programs relating to the development of oil 
and gas resources in the Caspian Basin. He served as the 
United States Ambassador to the European Union from 
1999-2001. 

He received a BA magna cum laude from Harvard 
College and a JD from Stanford Law School.
